It was alleged by the objectors that this 
was not a lawful resignation, and that 
the vote of Nevada be recommitted, like 
that of Michigan, to the two houses. 
This was done, and, pending the settle- 
ment of it, each house took a recess un- 
til to-morrow morning. As the case is 
similar to that decided by the tribunal 
in the Florida case, there is no doubt 
that the result of the vote of the two 
houses will count the disputed Nevada 
elector. 
The call of Slates will then be 


continued down to Oregon, when the 
vjtes of that State, there being double 
returns, will ™o to the electoral com- 
mission. 
It was at one time the inten- 


tion on the Republican side to object to 
the <i*ae of the ineligible elector, Frost, 
in Missouri, but it was believed that it 
would result in delaying the count, and 
thereby assist the dilatory programme 
which some ot the Democrats in tbe 
house are endeavoring to carry out, io 
violation of the general understanding 
of the caucus, that the roll-call of the 
States should 
continue until Oregon 


was reached. The debate in tbe bouse 
tosday in the two hours before the joint 
convention reassembled was most re- 
markable for two speeches from Mass- 
achuse'ts Republicans,Seelye and Pierce 
who have acted with the Republicans 
through «he season, and who disputed 
the decision of tho commission in the 
Louisiana case.

The reassembling 
of the joint convention at 1 o'clock 
wad attended with the usual scenes and 
incident!.
